JAPAN. 


HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

The following items of intelligence are from the Hiogo News :— 

A memorial has been addressed to the British Minister by the 
English residents at Osaka and Kobe, with reference to the pro- 

removal of Mr. Gower to Yokohama. We cordially endorse 
the sentiments expressed by the memorialists, and trust that Sir 
H. Parkes may be induced to reconsider his decision. Should the 
proposed arrangement be carried into effect, it will make the 
fourth change in the British Consulate at Osaka since these 
ports were opened. Apart from other objections to the re- 
moval of Mr. Gower, this alone is highly unsatisfactory, 
as the incumbent of the post must feel his position to be 
of so transitory a nature that he is disco from doing 
more than simply attending to the mere routine of his office. In 
this instance, however, Mr. Gower has so thoroughly identified 
himself with his fellow countrymen, and shown himself so perfectly 
alive to their interests, that he bids fair to be the most popular 
British Consul that has been resident here. We understand that 
Mr. Lowder is to be made Consul for this district, and that Mr. 
Aston, at present at Osaka, proceeds to Nee-e-gata. By last advices 
from Nee-e-gata trade at that port was not very lively. The residents, 
fenen our informant left, numbered three, all told, viz., H.B.M.’s 
Consul, Constable, and one merchant. 

The communication made by Sir H. Parkes to the meeting of 
British merchants at Yokohama is a most important one. If the 
Japanese Government carries out only a portion of what it has 
undertaken, as regards the much-vexed Kinsatsu question, we may 
already begin to congratulate ourselves upon returning confi- 
dence and the prospects of a flourishing trade. It remains, of 
course, to be seen how far spontaneous promises (for we have no 
power to ask for more)}will be fulfilled by people who have hitherto 
shown themselves somewhat lax in meeting their guaranteed 
obligations, but the British Minister is of opinion that they are 
really anxious to repair the mischief already done by the issue, and 
earnest in their wish to foster the foreign trade which this ill-ad- 
vised measure has brought almost to death’s door. We will take 
it for granted, therefore, that “upon this occasion only” our 
faithful allies mean what they say, and will indulge for a moment 
in a respite from our usual scepticism whilst we revel in the bril- 
liant prospect that opens before us. 

We are pleased to hear it is the intention of the Japanese Go- 
vernment to establish a Navy Yard at Hiogo. We believe the 
spot selected is the same place that was chosen a year ago, when 

r. Grinnell, of the U.S. Navy, was engaged to superintend the 
arrangements. The present works will, we believe, be commenced 
at once, and are to be conducted by Japanese, entirely unaided 
by foreign advice or assistance. 

Steam communication between Hiogo and Osaka has suddenly 
ceased, both the Okenmaru and Grete having been laid up, to re- 
ceive a thorough overhauling and repair to their engines and 
boilers. The newly-arrived steamer Pahloong is now being fitted 
up for this route, and will be ready in about a month. We under- 
stand she is admirably adapted for the line. 

Trade at Hiogo was very dull, the following prices being almost 
nominal: Gray Shirtings (8} lbs.), boos 10}; Red Shirtings 
(24 lbs.), boos 10}.

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YOKOHAMA. 
MEETING OF THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 
(Japan Herald.) 


The half-yearly general meeting of the Yokohama Chamber of 
Commerce took place at the rooms of the Chamber. 

Present :—Messrs. R. V. Grahame (chairman), Robertson, T. 
Walsh, Winstanley, Geisenheimer, Hooper, Hughes, Wilkin, Jack- 
son, Barnard, Shand, Marshall, Lemann, Kahn, More, Bovenschen, 
Milsom, Baker, Dallas, and J. J. Dare (secretary). 

The proceedings were opened by the sectetary reading the 
minutes of former meetings, all of which were confirmed, after 
which the half-yearly report was read as follows :— 

During the past half-year the course of trade in Japan, more 
especially as regards imports, has been.of a very uncertain nature, 
and latterly most unsatisfactory, owing to the disturbed state of 
the finance of the Government. 

Many questions of interest have come before the Chamber, and 
its members have endeavoured to promote the welfare of the mer- 
cantile community, by expressing on all occasions to the Ministers 
of the Treaty Powers their views on the various subjects which 
have engaged their attention, and by urging upon them the ne- 
cessity of the native Government adopting measures to place 
trade on a better footing. 

One of the most important subjects has been the depreciation 
of the native coin, which was fully discussed at a special general 
meeting, called to consider that question, and the reports of the 
majority and minority of a Special Committee appointed to study 
the matter, as also the memorial of the Standing Finance Com- 
mittee to the various ministers on the subject, are now published. 

Although there has been a difference of opinion among the 
members of the Chamber as to the remedy to be suggested, there 
has been a general concurrence as to the disastrous effect of the 
course the Government has pursued ; and it cannot be doubted 
that if the issue of such debased coinage has really been stopped, 
as officially notified, this has been chiefly owing to the agitation 
on the subject. 

A new subject of anxiety has lately arisen in the matter of 
psper money, called &insats, which are notified by the Government 
Bie received at par value, leading to an almost total cessation in 
the import trade for the present, and this matter imperatively do- 
mands the attention of the Chamber. 

The subject of “drawbacks” on re-exports has been followed 
up by ascertaining the wishes of the members of the Chamber, 
resulting in the complete approval of the introduction of the 
system by all interested in the import and export trade ; and the 
appended report of a special committee was duly forwarded to 
HB Ms Minister, in accordance with his desire for full informa- 
tion on this point, as yet, however, without any definite result. 

At the request of the Consul for the United States of America, 
a special committee reported upon the most advisable regulations 
for thejlanding and shipping of goods at the Custom-house, but as 
yet the authorities have not communicated their adoption of any 
special rules. . 

The system of telegrams from London, via San Francisco, not 
having afforded such ample information as was anticipated, the 
committee have deemed it desirable to discontinue their receipt 
during the summer months, and to confine them to the winter, 
when the Kiachta line is closed. 

The Chamber’s “ Market Report” continues to meet with fair 
support, the sale averaging 1,780 copies per mail. 

ith regard to finance, a statement of receipts and disburse- 
ments for the half-year, duly audited, is now submitted, exhibit- 
ing an income of $7,338.56, including balance of last account, an 
expenditure of $3,967.36, and a balance of $1,370.70, exclusive of 
$2,000 deposited at interest with the Oriental Bank. 

The usual half-yearly statistics of trade have been prepared in 
a form calculated to afford the fullest information, and will be ap- 
pended to this report.

Moved by Mr. Barnard, and seconded by Mr. Shand : 

“That the report and accounts be adoptedfand printed and 
circulated in the usual way.” 

Carried with one dissentient. 

The agent of the P.M.S.S. Company, proposed by Messrs. Find- 
lay, Richardson, and Co., and seconded by Messrs. Walsh, Hall, 
and Co., was duly elected a member of the Chamber. 

The Chairman said the next subject that he would introduce for 
the consideration of the members was the important one of 
currency, and that although the memorial of the Standing 
Finance Committee to the foreign ministers had already ap- 

eared in the columns of the local press, and was thus doubtless 
es to all present, yet perhaps it would be as well to read it 

ain before the present meeting ; before doing so, however, he 
thought that perhaps some of the members of the Standing Com- 
inittee who were present would elucidate the question by its 
further discussion. 

Mr. Hooper observed that it would perhaps save the time of 
the meeting if he stated that the Standing Minsaos Committee 
had not, as yet, been able to confer with all the foreign repre- 
sentatives, and were consequently not in a position at present 
to go fully into the subject ; he would suggest that the consi- 
deration of the question should be postponed until the 5th of 
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| August, by which time he had no doubt that the Committee 
| would be in a position to furnish the Chamber with an elaborate 
and detailed report. 

In answer to the Chairman as to whether he would bring this 
suggestion forwar asa motion, Mr. Hooper proposed, and Mr. 
Geisenheimer seconded : 

“That the consideration of the memorial of the Finance 
Committee to the Ministers on the Gurrency be postponed until 
an adjourned meeting, to take place on the 5th of August.” 

Carried, one mierttber only dissenting. 

The Chairman said, until ie came to the meeting that after- 
nooh he was not aware that any idea existed of a postponement 
of the discussion of the currency ; but, as the question was one of 
vital importance to their trade, it would be better for the Finance 
Committee to be thoroughly prepared with the report before they 
brought it before the Chamber. Another very important question, 
as affecting their import trade, was that of the sinsats, or pa 
money, and if any member were in a position to offer any infor- 
mation or suggestion as to how that difficulty might be met the 
Chamber would be glad to hear them. 

Mr. Geisenheimer thought that the kinsats question came under 
the category of the “Currency,” and proposed that this subject 
mould e discussed also at; the adjourned meeting on the 5th 

ugust. 

he Chairman expressed his satisfaction that such a course 
should be adopted, if it were the desire of the meeting. He would 
now, therefore, proceed to suggest the necessity of the Chamber 
considering certain questions which affected the import trade 
generally, amongst which he might name as an item the charges 
of fire insurance. The present rates were acknowledged by every 
one to be extravagantly high, and he thought that the gentlemen 
interested as agents of the companies could but admit the truth 
of such an assertion. He had recently received a carefully pre- 
pared proposal from Kobé, for the establishment of a Fire Insur- 
ance Company for Japan, in which all the open potts might be in- 
terested. He had read the proposed scheti# attentively, and 
thought it well drawn up, and worthy of attention ; this would bs 
at the disposal of those members of the Chamber who thought the 
matter worthy of their consideration. 

Mr. Wilkin was of opinion that the kinsaés’ question should not 
altogether be passed over, and that the present thomient was a 
favourable one for its discussion by the members present ; he had 
been informed, on very good authority, that the paper was gradu- 
ally slipping into circulation at a discount of 25 per cent. 

A short discussion here ensued as to whether the question of 
the iota had not already been referred to the adjourned meet- 
ing, when 

Mr. Wilkin ‘continued: he thought that several gentlemen 
having come together, a discussion of the question might be 
beneficial, and understood that the duties devolving on the 
Standing Finance Committee had reference to d00s and niboos, the 
kinsats’ question having been a subsequent one. He had been 
informed that considerable sales had been effected in kinaats ata 
discount of 25 per cent., and if this were the case, our difficulties 
would, to a certain extent be removed, as the Japanese merchant 
would now obtain dollars, as he had hitherto obtained boos, for 
transactions in imports. Ainsats were often treated as the cause 
of the depression of trade; to his idea this was an erroneous 
impression, as they were to be regarded rather as the sympton 
than the cause of evil. The immense sums that Japan 
had expended in steamers, atms, é&c., had imbued us with 
an idea that the country was an Eldorado, which idea we were 
now forced to relinquish, and to regard her resources as nearly 
exhausted. To thisexhaustion is due the present issue of 4 paper 
currency, followed by the suicidal attempt of the Government to 
force it to a par value. The extravagant purchases of munitions 
of war had diverted much money from ibe legitimate trade in 
the staple imports, yarn, shirtings, cc. and now the only remedy 
for the disastrous posture of affairs was— time, which would 
enable Japan, by her producing power, to replenish her exhausted 
treasury. He thought, in the meanwhile, the Chamber might 
afford much useful advice to the Government, which might lessen 
the evils produced by their injudicious financial measures and, 
at the same time, the losses that atcrued to both the Government 
and foreign trader by the present system of purchase by means 
of intermediate and corrupted officials. 

Mr. Walsh thought we could not interfere with the Government 
as to the mode they chose to adopt in their purchases. It was 
the affair of the Government, and any interference in this respect 
might be resented. It were better, he thought, to keep to what 
more closelyjconcetned our interests, as by interfering unduly in 
matters that did not really concern us we should lessen our in- 
fluence in matters where we had the right to interfere and remon- 
strate. 

Mr. Wilkin, repeating some of his former remarks, said hé did 
not wish for the Chamber to interfere unwarrantably with the 
Government, but to point out to them some of the sources of their 
difficulties, amongst which he considered was the corruption of the 
native officials. 

Mr. Walsh argued that the cinsats’ question certainly came 
within the province of the Chamber for discussion, but not so 
the right of interference regarding the squeezes of the native 
officials. 

A spirited discussion here took place between Mesers. Wilkin, 
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Walsh, and Hughes, regarding the right of the Chamber to inter- 
fere in the matter above stated. 

Mr. Hughes viewed the matter rather in the light of one of 
expedience than right, and, quoting the existence of corruption in 

- she Custom-house, was of the opinion that the sooner it was ex- 
posed the better it would be for trade. 

The Chairman remarked that we had no other rights in Japan 
but treaty rights, for which we could and should claim the pro- 
tection of our Ministers. Referring to clause X. of the treaty, 
he was of opinion that that clause applied to the fraud committed 
by the officials ; he thought the proper course for the Chamber to 

ursue was to place their grievances before the Ministers, and to 

ook to them to treat with the Government for their amendment. 

Mr. Hooper read the clause as referring to the payment of the 
duties by the Foreigner, and not to the transactions of the officials 
with the Government. 

Mr. Walsh was not opposed to the prevention of fraud under 
any form, whether perpetrated by the Foreigner or native, but he 
deprecated the interference of the Chamber in matters that did 
not concern them. 

Mr. Wilkin had mentioned the squeezes of the native officials 
as an aggravation of an evil. The Government had isstted the 
kinsats to pay off some of its large debts, asserting that the paper 

should be redeemed in a few years; but he did not see how this 
eid was to be attained, unless the extravagant expenditure of 
the Government with its own officials was reduced. As regards 
the question of kinsats, they had, as he had already remarked, 
been sold at a discount of 25 per cent., which fact would assist 
us in the settlement of this difficulty. 

Mr. Geisenheimer had seen the kinsats sold in Yedo at 73, 
and knew that in Hiogo and Osaka they had been bought 
at the same rate and imported to Yokohama at a large 
profit ; 00s and niboos are now scarcely seen at Yedo, kin- 
sats being the circulating medium, the circulation of which had 
so far been enforced by punishment and imprisonment; but he 
would like to know if we were to exchange our shirtings for such 
pieces of paper. 

Mr. Walsh remarked that in America merchandise was given 
for paper. 

re Gelsenthefmer was aware of that fact, but the paper there 
was guaranteed by the Government; but in Japan we have no 
arantee. 

Some further discussion arose, when Mr. Lule ceesee 6 remarked 
that he could not see any benefit to be derived from the present 
discussion ; the whole question was now so involved that no relia- 
ble information could be afforded on the subject; he was of 
opinion that further discussion should be deferred until the ad- 

journed meeting. 

Mr. Hughes again referred to the question of cotruptiin sthongst 
the officials, but having no motion to put before the meeting, the 
matter was dropped. 

Mr. Walsh suggested that the cause of the issue of kinsats 
was doubtless the impression of the Japanese Government that 
the export trade was greater than the import trade, and that the 
balance aps oe favour of the former it was immaterial to 
Foreigners what the internal financial arrangements of the coun- 
try might be. 

The Chairman, referring to the statistics of the Chamber, as to 
the balance of the trade with Japan, stated that it was decidedly 
art favour of exports; a short discussion closed the subject, 
when, 

Mr. Hooper gave notice of 8 motion, to be brought forward at 
the next meeting, to reduce the price of the circular issued by the 
Chamber on the ground of the flourishing condition of the Cham: 
ber, and the state of business rendering economy an object to the 
members. 

In reply to a question from Mr. Wilkin, the Chairman said that 
the report of the Italian expedition kindly forwarded to the Cham- 
ber by His Excellency the Italian Minister would be embodied 
inthe half yearly report and circulated amongst the mem-

CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Buanenal, August 5. 

The P. and 0. steamer Ganges arrived on the evening of the 
2nd inst. with the English mail of 18th June, and telegrams to 
the 10th July, the Chamber receiving a purely commercial tele- 
gram as late as the {13th July on the same day, via Kiachta. 
Grant’s Transmongolian telegram of the same date itiformed us 
that the Irish Church Bill had passed the Lords. Yesterday the 
P.M. steamer New York arrived with the American mail, and 
London dates to the Ist July; her only important intelligence 
was a rumour current in San Franciseo when she left (3rd July) 
that Mr. Howard had accepted a railway commissionership, and 
would not supersede Mr. Browne as Minister to Peking. Mean- 
while, as you know, Mr. Browne left China three weeks ago. 
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On the 26th ult. the river at Hankow stood 49 feet above the 
lowest winter level. The flood mark this year is nearly 12 inches 
higher than that of 1866. At last advices the river was steadily 
falling, and had already fallen to the extent of a foot. 

Intelligence has just arrived of the murder of twenty Catholic mis- 
sionaries in Szechuen. The Daily News asserts that its information 
is such that there is no possibility of error. But I have no doubt 
that the report is exaggerated, and that probably twenty in all, 
missionaries and converts have been murdered. Indeed it is 
improbable that so many as twenty European missionaries would 
be together in one place. Here, however, it is believed, and it 
has caused a curious and ill-defined feeling of satisfaction, that as 
the assassination was fated to occur it should occur just now, as if 
to give the French an excuse for solving the great China problem. 
I do not exaggerate when I say that nine out of ten who heard the 
news yesterday said at once—“ War with France, please God !” 
The extinction of the rebellion in Japan has sent a number of 
refugees to Shanghai. These fellows swagger about in a very 
independent and frequently intoxicated manner, and as they are 
each armed with two swords, some apprehension of a breach of the 
pee has been expressed. However, so far they seem good 

umoured enough, and bear rather the appearance of “ Jacks-on- 
shore ” than of political exiles. 

The Chief Judge has refused the application for leave to ap- 
peal to Her Majesty in Council against the conviction of the man 
George for the murder of a Chinese carpenter at Farnham’s dock. 
The points raised were that the jury consisted of five persons 
only, and that the Chinese witnesses, as possessing no definite re- 
ligious beliefs, were unworthy of credit. Both objections were 
overruled ; the first on the ground that the Legislature has the 

ower to delegate to the Queen in Council the right to alter the 

onstitution in particular cases, the second on the ground that the 
assertion by a native witness that he believes in a god (whether 
of thunder or anything else) who will punish him if he lies, is 
sufficient to render his evidence admissible. 

At a meeting of Consuls held on the 24th ult. the proceedings 
at which did not transpire until three days ago, the fullowing re- 

ly to the Taoutai’s refusal to permit the erection of a telegraph 
Bom the Kintoan Beacon to Shanghai was drafted. I think it is 
to be ropretied that the tone is so conciliatory. Our trading in- 
terests here are too large to be imperilled by the idiotic supersti- 
tions of the Chinese authorities, and to me it seems that there is 
but one possible answer to the question whether we should re- 
spect their folly or the} lives of out seamen, imperilled in every 
case where a ship goes on shore at the mouth of this river :— 

Shanghai, 24th July, 1869. 
His Excellency Tu, Taoutal of Shanghal. 

Srr,—The undersigned Consuls have the honour to ackdowledge the re- 
eeipt of your rejoinder, under date the 19th inst., on the subject of a pro- 
posed telegraph line between this place and the Kintoan Beacon. 

They regret that they cannot express their satisfaction at the nature of 
the conclusion at which you have arrived. 

That the grounds upon which this conclusion are based are of a purely 
speculative character has been abundantly proved by actual experience 
in this very settlement, where, as you are aware, lines of telegraphic 
wires have for months past run over the heads of Foreigners and Chinese 
alike, and in many instances are actually attached to their dwelling houses, 
without having caused any deleterious effect or influence whatever. An 
objection such as that of “fung-shuy ” should not at any rate be allowed 
to have any weight as against a scheme for the protection of life and 
property, and of important commercial interest, which formed the subject 
of the representation made to you. 

The precedent of Mr. Reynold’s case, which you quote in support of 
your theory as to the objectionable character of telegraphs, is, more- 
over, so erroneously adduced as to be inapplicable as an argument. It is 
not the fact that the posts were clandestinely planted. Mr. Reynold’s 
operations were at the time notorious to the general public. He began 
with the Pootung bank of the river it is true, but he succeeded in laying 
the whole line, 227 posts, as far as the Beacon, a distance of sixteen miles, 
and he occupied three weeks in the work, during all which period he en- 
countered no interference or molestation of any kind either from the people 
or the authorities. The posts were eventually removed in one night, but 
for what reason or at whose instigation has not yet been proved. 

The Consuls would prefer accepting the latter part of your letter as 
affording the truest exposition of the state of the case, and inferring there- 
from that your honourable Government objects to the indiscriminate in- 
troduction of telegraphs just at present, on the grounds of inexpediency. 

In this view of the case, whilst regretting their failure to receive your 
support, they propose to bring the matter to the notice of their several 
Ministers resident at Peking, and to request them to recommend the 
adoption of the scheme which they have at heart as a purely exceptional 
measure in the interest of the foreign and native shipping resorting to this 

rt, 
powith renewed expressions of their consideration, the undersigned have 
the honour to be, Your obedient servants. 

The new steamer Walrus, recently brought out for the S.S.N. 
Company, and destined, as was thought, for the go trade, 
has been re-named the Chusan, and is placed on the Ningpo line, 
running alternate days with the Hangchow, the Aiangse being 
transferred to the Tientsin list. 

It may interest some of your readers who have spent sum- 
mers in Shanghai and also in Hong Kong, to know that during 
the past fortnight the temperature here has ranged ten degrecs 
Fahrenheit higher than at Hong Kong. In some parts of the 
settlement the mercury reached a hundred degrees in the shade 
on the 29th ult. . 

The new church was opened on the lst inst. with appropriate 
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services, the other churches in the Settlement being closed for 
the orcasion, in order to allow their congregations to swell that of 
the English Established Church. 

Some rowdy Foreigners having made an attack some weeks ago 
upon a Chinese tax-collector’s boat near Quiman, killing six na- 
tives and wounding several others, the Chehzien of Shanghai 
has issued a notification in English offering Tls. 200 for informa- 
tion that will lead to the capture of all or any of the culprits, 
Tls. 300 for the apprehension of the leader of the party, Tls. 100 
for the apprehension of any accomplice, and Tls. 200 for the pro- 
duction of “such evidence as shall unfailingly convict any or all 
of the culprits.” 

The tea clippers Dilkhoosh and John R. Worcester cleared’ yester- 
day, having filled at £210s. The ruling rate is now £2 both 
here and at Foochow. 

Sir Edmund Hornby leaves Shanghai in a few days on his an- 
nual tour. He will first visit Japan. 

The Prussian Vice-Consul at Tientsin has given judgment in a 
collision case—Norwegian brig Avik versus North German steamer 
Tapangnyo. The details of the evidence (as contradictory as can 
be imagined) are without interest ; the steamer, however, was cast 
in damages and costs. 

From Ningpo I hear that the recent floods have carried away a 
considerable portion of the bunding for the new English Consulate. 

Baron von Gumpach, Professor of Astronomy in the (so-called) 
University of Peking, has addressed a letter to the Daily News, 
setting forth the wrongs he has sustained at Mr. Hart’s hands, and 
threatening legal proceedings against him. It is worth mentioning 
that Baron von Gumpach professes to have discovered a System of 
the Universe essentially different from that announced by Newton, 
whom he declares to have been a mere visionary. He ascribes the 
rejection of his theories to the ignorance and jealousy of those who 
are interested in maintaining the Newtonian delusions, and of 
course he is very bitter against his opponents. He has now dis- 
covered another enemy in Mr. Hart, who (no doubt grossly de- 
ceived himself) deceived Von Gumpach with enthusiastic descrip- 
tions of a sort of learning in Peking which turned out to have no 
location save in Hart’s imagination. Indeed, all the professors 
have valid reason for bitter complaint, and it remains to be seen 
whether, now that the college scheme has finally collapsed, Hart 
will leave them in the lurch. 

Mr. J. B. Robertson has published a series of letters on the 
“ Political Situation in China,” which we shall notice in our next. 

The intense heat, combined with the submergence of the up- 
river districts has caused. much misery, disease and death 
amongst the natives. To Kiukiang refugees have crowded in 
such numbers that the population is now estimated at 70,000. 
Some houses are crammed, and thus the evils of over-crowding 
are added to those of poverty and miasmatic exhalations, 

In the Supreme Court an application was made by Messrs. 
Wilkin and Robson, the consignees of the principal part of the 
cargo of the Bolivar, that the freight paid by them as such 
consignees should be declared a charge upon the proceeds of the 
said cargo, and be paid to the applicants out of such proceeds. 
Mr. Eames, who appeared for Messrs. Wilkin and Robson, said 
that the proceeding was practically an application to correct 
account sales of cargo sold under a decree in suit on Bottomry. 
The freight which his clients held as agents of the ship, amount- 
ing to $1,296 and £500 prepaid in New York, they had paid 
under an order of the Court, and it ought, he contended, to 
be a charge upon the proceeds of the cargo. The freight enters 
in and makes part of the value of the cargo at [the port of de 
livery ; and if the deduction was not allowed freight would be 
paid twice—once as freight, and again in cargo. Although the 
shipowner is bound to repair, his liability is limited to the ship, 
while the owners of the cargo, if the deduction he contended for 
were not allowed, would pay freight in addition to the whole 
value of the goods delivered. Freight is called in in exoneration 
of cargo, and should not be permitted to become an additional 
burthen instead of a relief. Judgment was reserved. 

Another application has been made in the Supreme Court for 
leave to appeal to Her Majesty in Council against the verdict and 
sentence in the case of Regina v. George. The Court postponed 
its decision.

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CHINA 
THE GREAT FLOOD ON THE YANGTSZE. 

By the present mail we hear that the waters had begun to sub- 
side. A letter from Hankow says :— 

Nearly all the boundary walls have fallen already; the rest 
must follow as the water retires. Many of the tial residences 
which adorn the Settlement are materially and permanently in- 
jured, and some of them will have to be taken down without 
delay. The amount of damage done will not appear fully till the 
water has fallen some feet below the present mark. Everywhere 
the foundations are sinking, and the walls show portentous signs. 
Though most of the stone foundations are high and well laid, yet 
the ground is so treacherous, and the piles not so fast on account 
of the annual rise and falljof the river, that the strongest artifi- 
cial basis avails but little. We shall be compelled to devise and 
adopt a new plan of building better suited to the conditions which 
Hankow presents. 

But if our condition as Foreigner is bad that of the natives is 
far worse. Thousands of native houses have been rendered unin- 
habitable, and tens of thousands of the poorest of the people have 
been driven from their homes. Some have taken refuge on the 
walls of the cities, and others on the neighbouring hi From 
these heights many can see the roofs of their miserable huts just 
peeping through their watery grave. Others look in vain for 
their former abodes, the flood having swallowed them up, and, for 
for the present, obliterated every trace of their existence. 
Most cling to their cots to the last moment. By means of 
raised boards and piled-up tables and benches they contrive to 
live with several feet of water in their houses. Confined to 
@ very contracted space between the water and the roof, you see 
them sometimes moving along in their double, and sometimes 
crawling on all fours as if they were so many quadrupeds. Here 
and there a faithful dog may be seen perched on the top of the 
roof, evidently greatly perplexed to account for this new thing 
which has happened to the dwellers upon the earth, and wonder. 
ing where he is to be driven to next. The gods, too, are in a sad 
state. The worshippers being, apparently, disgusted with the 
carelessness or impotency of their divine protectors, have aban- 
doned them to their fate. 

The present flood is owing principally to the heavy rains which 
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have fallen in Hunan and Kiangsi. The rise in] thefTung-ting 
lake is caused by the former, that in the Poy by the latter. 
We were informed some time before it had reached us that Hunan 


was flooded. The rains in this province (Hupeh) have also been 
very heavy. For about three weeks the heavens kept sending 
down torrents almost incessantly, and this did much to- 
wards enlarging the swollen stream which the Tung-ting lake was 
sending forth. The Si-chuan does not seem to have contributed 
anything to the extra volume which now floods the land. We can 
always distinguish between the Si-chuan and the Hunan waters, 
the latter being much clearer, owing to the deposit which takes 
place on their course through the Tung-ting lake. In the Han 
there is hardly any current, and the ascent near the mouth ig 
nearly as easy asthe descent. At the junction of the two streams 
there is quite a rush from the Yangtsze into the Han. Thus 
there can be no doubt as to the source of the extra rise. Itis to 
be traced to the extraordinary heavy rains which have recently 
fallen in these liparegtaphinet regions that are drained by the

COCHIN CHINA. 
The following is from the Circular of Messrs. W. G. Hale and 
Co., dated Saigon, August 16, 1869 :— 


Rice.—Transactions have been upon a very limited§scale, barel 
reaching 30,000 picula, which were akon foo China and Bourbon, 
for Europe there has been no business. Prices have been well 
maintained, owing to the very small supplies, and in some in- 
stances a slight advance has been paid. We now quote round 
grain at $1.27 per picul (5s. 24d. per f.o.b.), and long at $1.11 per 
picul (4s. 63d per cwt. f.o.b), the market closing firmly at these 
figures. Our small supplies may be attributed in a great measure 
to the fact that the natives are now busily employed in preparing 
the coming crop, and we may in a month look for more Fiberal re- 
ceipts, as the stock in the interior is known to be yet considerable. 
The shipments to China and Japan for the past month are about 
90,000 piculs, while to your quarter nothing has been done. 

Tonnage.—With the arrival of several seeking vessels rates 
have again declined, and for Hong Kong 15 to 18 cents has been 
accepted, according to the capacity of the vessels, For Europe 
we have no settlement to note. 

Excuanex.—Rates are almost nominal, as there have been s0 
few bills offering ; we quote sterling 4s. 74d. 6 months with docu- 
ment. Hong Kong 30 days’ sight 24 to 23 discount. Singapore

COLOMBO. 
Dates from this place are to the 31st August, ora week later. We ob- 
serve that the report of the meeting of the European Life Office had 
been published by the agents, Clark, Spence and Co., and very shortly 
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after it they would be dismayed by a telegram of its collapse. The 
following are the current items of news :— 

. The Observer says there is a rumour prevalent in Colombo that on 
account of the annexation, as far as military matters are concerned, of 
the Colony of Labuan to India, the two companies of the Ceylon Rifle | 
Regiment at present in that colony will return atno distant date to | 
Ceylon, and that the Major-General Commanding the Forces has ad- 
vised the Home Government to further reduce the regiment by two 
companies. We suppose the truth of the matter to be that Labuan is 
to be garrisoned by troops from Madras, which isa very different thing 
to being taken over by India. It is not at all probable that just as the 
Straits Settlements were constituted into a separate Grvernment, 
oar a separate colony from the first, should be absorbed into 


As bearing on the question of the currency of Ceylon it is 
noticeable that the 0.B.C. notes promise to pay in “ rupees or 
their equivalent in the currency of the colony.” This certainly 
looks like an admission that the rupee is not the currency ; if not, 
what is? And from this also two questions arise—first, with 
whom does the option of the alternative “rupees or currency” 
lie ; with the holder or the issuer of the note ? secondly, what is 
the equivalent.of a rupee in currency? Who is to determine 
whether it should be the intrinsic value of the coin or the price at 
which it has hitherto passed by common consent and usage? It 
is clear that legislation is wanted to settle such questions as these, 
but it is more than questionable if legislation could make ten In- 
dian rupees the equivalent of a pound. 

It is stated that Sir Edward Creasy has been advised by his 
medical attendants to leave the island as quickly as arrangements 
can be made, though it is hoped that his absence will be only 
temporary. Sir Edward has applied for a year’s leave of absence, 

and’ mariner 4 in legal circles gossip is rife as to the temporary suc- 
cessor to the Chief Justiceship. It seems that the Government 
will deem it necessary, as the leave of absence will certainly ex- 
tend over a year, and possibly longer, to appoint an acting Chief 
Justice. We understand that Mr. Justice Temple will act as 
Chief Justice during the absence of Sir Edward Creasy, and Mr. 
Lawson as additional Puisne Judge.. Mr. Berwick and Mr. Cayley 
are spoken of in connection with the seat on the Colombo District 
Court Bench. 

The public meeting called at Kandy to take steps for a recog- 
nition of the services of the retiring Government Agent of the 

Central Provinces was not so well attended as had been antici- 
pees, owing probably to the unfavourable state of the weather. 
lutions were passed expressive of the regret of the commu- 
nity at the approaching departure of Mr. Braybrooke, determining 
that subscription lists in English and Singhalese be opened 
throughout the province, and, further, that a committee be a 
inted to collect subscriptions and generally to carry out the ob- 
Jects of the meeting. It is understood that another meeting 
shall take place on the 31st inst-, and that the question of the 
form of the testimonial to be given shall be discussed by a general 
meeting of the subscribers.

IMPORTS. 

SuancHar.—Piece Goods: The course of prices for all kinds of plain 
cottons continued against importers, and rates current in England had no 
effect on the Chinese market. Sales of Grey Shirtings since the mail left 
are reported at easier prices, and the market closed very dull. T-Cloths 
were also lower in value, and less sought for. Drills of all kinds had been 
much wanted at low figures, and several transactions were reported, 
though some holders asked higher prices. White Shirtings: The demand 
was very slack, even at reduced rates. Fancy Goods, Dved Brocades and 
Dyed Spots were asked for at former figures, with but few sellers. In 
other kinds of manufactures there is not much change to report. Metals: 
Lead: a few speculative purchases had been made at Tls. 5. Iron Nail Rods 
had been dealt in to a limited extent, sales comprising only some 9,000 
bales at Tis. 2.0.5 to 2.0.6 per picul for small sizes, to Tis. 2.1.8 
for fair assortments. Bars had been held for prices above the ideas of 
the trade, consequently no transactions had taken place. Coals: The ar- 
rivals comprise two cargoes from New York, four from Cardiff, and one 
from Shields. Sales had been made of Cardiff at Tle. 8, and of English 
at Tis. 6.40. Quotations:—Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., per piece, Tls. 1.9.4 
to 1.9.7: 8.4 to 8.6 lbs., Tls, 2.1.4 to 2.1.9; White Shirtings, Tls. 2.1 to 
8.2.5 ; T-Cloths, 6 Ibs., Tle. 1.4 to 1.7.2; 7 Ibs. Tls. 1.6.5 to 1.9.2; 8to 
84 lbs., Tis. 1.9.5 to 2.4.5; American Drills, 40 yards, Tls. 4 to 4.2; 
American Jeans, 30 yards, Tis. 8.6; American Sheetings, 40 yards, 
Ts, 8.6 to 8.8.5; English Drills, 40 yards, Tls. 8.7 to 3.8.5; Dutch 
Drills, 40 yards, Tis. 8.6 to 8.7; Camlets, English, SS, Tis. 12 to 12.5.5; 
Spanish Stripes, per yard, Tis. 0.5 to 0.8; Medium Broad and Habit 
Cloth, Tle. 0.9 to 1.7.5. 

Hoxc Koxo.—In piece goods fair settlements of 6 and 7 Ibs. T.Cloths 
‘and 8.4 lbs. Grey Shirtings had resulted, but there is no change to report 
in prices, Nothing whatever had been done in American Cotton manue 
factures, and dealers were not offering. No sales of English Cotton 
Yarns had been reported, and as stocks bad run quite low holders were 
firm. Quotations for Coal were unaltered.

TRA. 
Saaxauat.—Black: During the week there had been much less busi- 
ness doing, and quotations for mediam Teas show no change. Common 
Black leafs, however, had been eagerly bought, and as high as Tis. 20 had 
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been paid. At the close the market was quiet, and it was not likely that 
prices for common teas would be maintained. There had been considerable 
arrivals of Second Crop Teas, for which Tls. 22 to 25 are the prices at 
which business will probably be done. Settlements and shipments, 11,000 
chests; stock, 28,000 chests. Green: There had been nothing done in 
New Teenkais; the natives asked enormous prices, say Tls. 45 to 
47, alleging that heavy rains had seriously damaged the Crop. So 
far, however, Foreigners’ views appeared to be much lower.—A 
small business had been done in Pingsueys at Tis. 35 to 484, 
and in Shangbai-packed at Tls. 80 to 85 per picul. Pingsuey—settle- 
ments, 1,400 half-chests; Shanghai-packed — settlements, 2,000 half- 
chests; Stock—Pingeueys, 4,500 half-chests ; Teenkais, 6,000 half-chests ; 
Shanghai-packed, 4,200 half-shests. 

Foocnow.—There had been rather less business doing, but prices were 
without alteration, excepting, perhaps, for Teas with quality, which were 
becoming rather scarce, and of which teamen consequently were firmer 
holders. In Oolongs there had been no business. The only departure had 
been the Clara, which vessel left on the 1st August for London, with a 
cargo of 1,234,340 Ibs. Tea. The Yangtsze had arrived and been placed 
on the berth, and there were other vessels expected from Shanghai to load 
for London. The rate ef freight had been lowered to £2 10s. per ton, and 
some ships would probably accept a still lower rate. 

Anmoy.—Settlements of about 4,700 packages Congon had been made, 
at rates showing a slight advance. Total settlements to 6th August were 
82,485 packages. In Oolong no further puchases had taken place. For 
tho lower grades the teamen were asking much higher prices than buyers 
cared to give, the pick of the crop being gone. Arrivals 27,880 packages. 
Settlements 9,585 packages. Stocks 18,295 packages. 

Canton. —Businesg at this port bad been rather quiet since the depar- 
ture of the English mail. There had, however, been a fair demand for 
Teas at about last quotations. The stock of Country Congou had been 
increased by the arrival of three additional chops, but no settlements had 
been made. 

STLK. 

SHAaNGHAL—Settlements since the departure of the last mail were esti- 
mated at about 1,000 bales, giving a total of 11,500 bales since June 1st. 
Prices paid show little change, all best classes remained at last mail’s 
quotations, while common Tsatlees and Taysaams were quoted Tls. 10 per 
picul lower. Re-reeled Silks had been taken to a fair extent, but these 
special grades compare unfavourably with last season’s corresponding 
classes. Throwns of medium and lower quality were also offering at rather 
weak rates, but as they were of undesirable nature they did not find many 
buyers. The arrivals having come forward freely, the unsold stock bad 
been increased to 6,000 bales. 

Canton.—Good qualities were very scarce, and high prices were asked 
for them; purchasers prefer waiting till after the fourth crop has been 
placed on the market, in the hopes of being able to secure a better quality 
of Silk on easier terms. In Re-reeled Silk a contract for 100 boxes of 
very finest kinds bas been reported at $605 to 615. Prices for ordinary 
No. 1 Camcehook were without change.)

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

The following letter has been addressed by Captain Methven, an 
old P. and 0. captain, to M. Lesseps, on the navigation of the 
Canal for screw steamers, and contains many useful suggestions :— 


Permit me to address you briefly on the subject of the navigation of 
the Suez Canal. It may verv possibly happen that among the nume- 
rous points apropos of the Canal claiming your attention some minor 
details may be overlooked ; you will, therefore, I trust, excuse me if I 
mention one which, though apparently small, may yet be of consider- 
able importance. 

In a report by M. A. Lavallay, your principal contractor, I find the 
following passage :—“ In the region of the Canal the tendency of the 
wind igs to blow directly from the Mediterranean towards the Red Sea 
—from the cold sea towards the hot sea, and scarcely ever in a direc- 
tion across the Canal.” 

This being the cage, the navigator of a well-rigged large steamship 
must keep in view the probability of « fair wind coming up astern, and 
acting on hull and rigging, especially so when the ship is a screw 
steamer ; for, having to stop or slow the ship by the engine, the action 
of the screw will always be found to carey the ship to one side—towards 
one or other of the banks of the Canal—and never to take the ship. 
agtern in the direct line of the keel, as it is when the order is given to 
turn astern. 

Speaking individually, I certainly should desire, in passing through 
the Canal, to have a small tug—not for towing, but in attendance—, 
being towed and attached to the stern of the ship, so that I might 
use her at pleasure to stop or slow. 

I think the tug best adapted for such purpose would be one pro- 
vided with a radder at both ends.

Pall Mall Gazette has exhibited in its recent articles on 


China affairs. We can understand, and appreciate at 


their true value, the motives of the opinions on this sub- 
ject expressed by most of the daily journals. The Times 
is a weather-cock—consistent in its perpetual inconsis- 


tency. The Radical papers treat a question of China 


policy, as they do most other questions, in a party spirit, 
and with an utter disregard of logic. Whatever is initiated 
by, or sanctioned by Mr. Guapsrone’s Cabinet must be ac- 
cording to their views, the perfection of human reason. The 
Standard and other ultra-Tory organs take a side far more 
congenial to the ideas of China residents, whether mercantile 
or missionary ; but it is to be feared that they adopt that 
side, not so much from an inward conviction of its righteous- 


ness as because it is diametrically opposed to the policy of 


the present Government. The Vall Mall Gazette, though 
consistently Liberal, never degenerates to Radicalism, and is 
not committed to that unreasoning enthusiasm for every 
word and deed of Mr. Guapstone’s that characterises the 
rest of the Liberal press. We are therefore puzzled by the 
strangely perverse view it persists in taking of the conduct 
and attitude of the British merchants in China. Only a day 
or two ago this journal devoted another article to a diatribe 
against the Shanghai residents, in which they are stigmatised 
as hypocritical, tyrannical, and dishonest. Hypocritical, be- 
cauge, in their address to Mr. Ross Browne, they adduced 
other motives than those of self-interest for their wish to see 
a policy of progress adopted. Tyrannical, because they advo- 
cate the application of that wholesome pressure, without which 
experience has taught us that no treaty obligations will be 
fulfilled. Dishonest, because, while they profess a wish to 
‘¢ raise China in the scale of civilisation,” their only true ob- 
ject is “to squeeze her as dry as possible.” 

All this is not only uofair, but untrue. What have our 
merchants in China done that they have forfeited all claim 
to honourable motives? “They define the true policy,” says 
the Pall Mall, “to be one which looks towards the extension 
“of trade and intercourse with Western nations. But this 
“ extension is only valuable in their eyes as a step towards 
“raising China in the scale of civilisation. Zhe vulgar notion 
6¢of mercantile advantage has no place in their thoughts.” 
Surely this bitter sneer is not deserved. The merchants 
have not only made no secret of their desire for increased 
trading facilities, but have never ceased to urge it, by me- 
morials and otherwise, on their representatives. And shall 
it be said, because an Englishman has an interest in the de- 
velopment of Chinese commerce, that he is, therefore, inca- 
pable of entertaining a sincere wish for the welfare and pro- 
gress of the Chinese people? It is a preposterous assump- 
tion. The assertion that the only object is to squeeze China 
as dry as possible, may be dismissed with a word of contempt. 
Everybody who knows anything at all about the China trade, 


knows that “squeezing” is all on the other side, A bit of 
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truth unconsciously peeps out in the closing sentence of the 
Pali Mail article, though it is intended by the writer to bear 
exactly the opposite construction to that we attach to it. 
“ Tf our intercourse with China is to be anything better than 
“series of little wars, we must be content to take the 
“ Chinese willingness to trade with us as the measure of our 
“ right to trade with them.” Precisely. This is a proposi- 
tion we must cordially endorse. The willingness of the 
Chinese —as @ people—to trade with us is unbounded. 
Willingness is a feeble word; it is positive eagerness 
that is displayed by the trading population in every 
province to buy, sell, and exchange productions with 
us. The Chinese people fret and chafe, as do our mer- 
chants, under the oppressive exactions and restrictions by 
which meddling officials hamper their mutual transactions. 
And if we are to have a “ series of little wars” it is just this 
vexatious system of repression, and the humiliating submis- 
sion to it on the part of our Government, that will give rise 
to them. But enough of the Pall Mali Gazette for the 'pre- 
sent ; our readers are by this time as sick of its misrepresen- 
tations as we are. 


Tae necessity of devoting so large a proportion of space 
to politics and commerce has, perhaps, an occasional tendency 
to make The London and China Telegraph rather dry reading ; 
we are accordingly grateful when an opportunity offers for 
presenting our readers with something genuinely amusing, 
without laying ourselves open to a charge of frivolity. Asa 
rule, there is not much fun to be got out of China affairs. 
But anybody wanting a hearty laugh need only turn to the 
letter of Mr. Kiernan to the Vew York Herald, which we 
reprint in another column, and their longing will at once be 
gratified. We must quote one delicious little bit as a 
sample :—“ The Western Christians, particularly the British, 
“ have been cruel and exacting in their military operations, 
“swindling and unscrupulous in their mercantile transac- 
“ tions, and licentious and degraded in their habits.” Really 
the Pall Mall Gazette should retain the services of Mr. Krzr- 
NAN as its special contributor on foreign relations with China. 


THE AMERICAN MINISTER. 

THERE seems to have been some misunderstanding in 
connection with the sudden return of Mr. Ross Browne 
from Peking. It seems that he had only been in office about 
six months when he was informed that Mr. Howarp had 
been appointed by the Presment, and confirmed by the 
Senate, as his successor. The newspapers announced that 
the new Minister would reach Peking by midsummer. 
Taking it for granted that he would soon arrive, and follow- 
ing the general custom of American Ministers in China to 
take leave without waiting for the successor, Mr, BROWNE 
started for Shanghai, expecting to meet Mr. Howarp there. 
Disappointed in this, he went on to Yokohama, and there 
heard, for the first time, that Mr. Howarp had given up the 
mission. Having his family with him, he nevertheless went 
on to San Francisco, and thence signified his willingness to 
resume the pust he had quitted. Of course there are dif- 
ferences of opinion in the United States as to the expediency 
of permitting him to return. The New York Tribune, in 
an article spiced with some choice abuse of England, declares 
Mr. GREELEY the only man fit for the post, as (it says) Mr. 
Browne has identified himself with “the narrow-minded, 
“selfish, grasping policy of England,” and has an inclination 
“to imitate the stupid and criminal system of arrogant in- 
“terference” practised by this country. Other journals 
praise Mr. Browne's management of affairs, and think it 
would be difficult to find a better Minister ; in which opinion 
we concur. 


WE invite attention to a highly interesting narrative given 
below of a visit of inspection made last month to the 
Suez Canal. It is calculated to leave a. favourable im- 
pression, but we nevertheless adhere to our previously-ex- 
pressed opinion, that it will yet be several months before the 
Canal is actually available for traffic on a large scale. 


Mr. BurtinaaMe and the Chinese Ambassadors have left 
Paris for St. Petersburg, and we understand that the cities 
of Hamburg, Copenhagen, and Stockholm will be visited en 
route, Should no alteration be made in existing arrange- 
ments, the Embassy will return to Paris about the end of 
December. 
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LICENSED GAMBLING IN HONG KONG. 
Arrer all that has been said and written about the now- 
celebrated “ Gambling Ordinance” it seems there is still a 
good deal of misapprehension as to the circumstances attend- 
ing its inception. The existing ordinance originated, not 
in Hong Kong, but in Downing-street. Of course, the first 
attempt to bring the gaming-houses under surveillance was 
by means of an ordinance drafted in Hong Kong, but this 
was not approved by the Home Government, and therefore 
not passed. It would seem, however, that the ForgIGN 
SzoreTary thought the idea a good one, though he disliked 
the proposed means of carrying it into effect, and acoord- 
ingly forwarded to the Colonial Government a draft of such 
@ measure as he was willing to sanction. This ordinance, as 
originally framed, and, we believe, as passed by the Legisla- 
tive Council, was not intended to create a monopoly which 
might be sold, and thus turned into a source of revenue. 
It simply authorised the Governor in Council to issue cer- 
tain regulations to be applied to, and enforced in, ald gam- 
bling houses ; but by an ingenious perversion of its meaning 
Sir Ricoarp MacDonnezu applied it to a totally different 
purpose, greatly to the surprise, we believe, of even some of 
the members of Council who had voted in its favour. It 
was a bold stroke, certainly, and in some respects, perhaps, 
not quite easy to justify ; but experience has not shown it to 
be fraught with any ill effects in a social sense, while the 
pecuniary results could not be otherwise than acceptable to 
a bankrupt exchequer. 





We learn from our Shanghai correspondent that subscrip - 
tions are being collected at tbat port to form a- fund for the 
establishment of a Cina Association in London. Some 
hard things have been said with reference to the decay of 
the Hone Kone Assooration of London that were not alto- 
gether deserved. The proposed China institution will, how- 
ever stand a fairer chance of success, as it will start on a 
much broader basis. ;

Piterature,

Messrs. Sampson Low and Sons send us Our New Way Round the 
World ; a handsome volume of Notes of the Observations of an intelli- 
gent American traveller (Mr. Charles C. Coffin) during a tour through 
Europe, Egypt, Indias, China, Japan, and California. The professed 
object of the author is to bring before the non-travelling reader a suc- 
cession of facta, scenes, and incidents such as will enable him to form 
a good idea of what ia to be done and seen in the course of a voyage of 
eircumnavigation, aided by the newly-opened Pacific Railway; and 
farther, to give a budget of useful information to others who may wish 
to follow in his footsteps. The chapters devoted to that portion of the 
voyage extending from India to San Francisco is naturally the portion 
of the work that possesses the most interest for our readers, 
Residents in foreign lands are always interested in the obser- 
vations of travellers (who print their experiences) on those coun- 
tries. A good deal of space ig devoted to disquisitions on the 
history and geography of China and Japan; and a good deal 
more to descriptions of ‘‘ manners and customs,” that of course 
are (to us, at least) s thrice-told tale. But all this is mingled 
with much that is worth reading in the way of shrewd observation, 
and the book, if received rather as a source of amusement than in- 
struction, will repay perusal, even by those who believe they have 
read all that has been written on the various countries treated of— 
even if it be only for the sake of the atrikingly original views ex- 
pressed on some subjects. As a sample, however, of the accuracy of 
the descriptive part, we may note that the Japanese ensign is called 
“the flag of the fall moon.” The volume is illustrated with numerous 
woodcuts, of various degrees of excellence. 


From Messrs. William Blackwood and Sons we have a handsome 
volume simply entitled Japan. It is from the pen of Mr. Walter 
Dickson, and comprehends gome instructive sketches of the history 
and government of the Empire. The explanations of the system of 
government, the powers, privileges, and functions of the several ranks 
of Daimios and high officials, are perhaps more perspicuous than any 
that have previously appeared. For much of this information, Mr. 
Dickson informs us, he is indebted to a Japanese gentleman in Yoko- 
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hama, whose name (for obvious reasons) he declines to mention. There 
is no doubt that the knowledge thus obtained is of a most valuable 
nature, and it is in fact this element that makes such a marked 
distinction between Mr. Dickson’s work and those numerous 
books on Japan, the guthors of which depended either on their own 
caaual observations and inquiries, or on the writings of a bye-gone age. 
The historical part of the volume is interesting, but the chapters 
devoted to the Imperial family and Court, and the position of the 
Shiogoon and Daimios, are doubly so. The entire work is not only 
pleasant and instructive reading, but one that onght to be read and 
reread by all who wish to attain anything like a coherent idea of the 
real condition of Japan. Its value can hardly be over estimated. 


Mr. Hotten publishes probably the firat volume of poems in the Eng- 
lish tongue ever written so far East as Hong Kong. The author is Mr. 
W. T. Mercer, who was for some twenty years a resident in that colony, 
and who, under the appropriate title of Under the Peak, presents us with 
a series of jottings in verse. Apart from their intrinsic merit, which is 
by no means inconsiderable, these poems will have a special interest 
for many of our readers, derived from the hand that wrote them and 
the circumstances attending their production. Want of space forbids 
us to indulge in any quotations, though there is no lack of tempting bits 
that would serve to illustrate the style. Before taking leave of the 
author we may observe that in his preface he holds out expectations of 
‘a graver volume,” based on his experience as Colonial Secre- 
tary. A History of the Government of Hong Kong would be an 
instructive book, and one greatly to be wished for; is Mr. Mercer 
going to supply the want? By the way, we cannot say much for the ex- 
terior of Under the Peak. Why such very ugly brown cloth? and 
what is there suggestive of poetry in the fac-similes of halfand quarter 
dollars splashed in tin-foil on the back and sides of the book ? 


We have received the first volame of a very important work on 
Chinese grammar, by the learned professor of the College de France.* 
The work which M. Julien presents to the public bears in the Chineso 
language the title of Han-wen-tchin-nan, or, the ‘Compass of the 
Chinese Language,” the expression 7’chi-nan, compass, being com- 
monly used for didactic works intended for students ; thus, a collection 
of dialogues is called Monggou tchi-nan, the compass of the Mongul 
tongue. “The whole of the Chinese grammar depends on position,” 
is used as a motto for the work, and M. Julien, in referring to Dr. 
Marshman’s work published at Serampore in 1844, says to that gentle- 
man, who called his work, too modestly, ‘‘ Elements of Chinese Gram- 
mar,” is due the discovery recorded in his own words in the above 
motto. The learned doctor however says M. Julien did not demon- 
strate the above truth with sufficient clearness, he did not accompany 
his dissertation with sufficient examples, drawn from the beat sources 
and faithfully translated. The Chinese characters, says M. Julien, are 
all monosyllabic, indeclinable, and without conjugation ; there are no 
inflections to show the different genders, cases, numbers, persons, 
moods, or tenses, yet, in spite of the absence of inflections, the language 
to a good Chinese scholar is as clear and intelligible as the learned 
languages which are so rich in these inflections. M. Julien has given 
in the commencement of the work some very simple examples which 
illustrate the syntax by position ; thus, if the character fch’t, governor, 
be placed before kote, kingdom, the two together signify o govern 
the kingdom ; if, on the contrary, the order of the two characters be 
reversed, the meaning then is, the kingdom is governed ; if the cha- 
racter tch’t is placed after chi, magistrate, the former Becomes a sub- 
stantive, and the other two form the expression the administration of 
the magistrates, Again, the character ¢houan, round, may, according 
to its position, be either an adjective, substantive, verb, or adverb. 
Thus :—Zhouan-chen, means @ round screen; fen-thouan, a bowl 
of white lead; thouan-fan, put the cooked rice in a bowl; and 
thouan-tso, to ait down in a circle. This will be sufficient to ex- 
plain to the unitiated the peculiarity of syntax depending en- 
tirely on the relative position of the words or characters in a 
sentence. The Chinese have, however, certain prepositions which 
mark the cases, and those used for the accusative —t, yu, hou, &c., were 
discovered by M. Julien, and recorded ins memoir in his Latin trans- 
lation of ‘‘ Mencius.” Appended to the grammar proper is a series of 
very valuable monographies, or fall descriptions of a number of the 
most important characters in the Chinese language, showing how many 
and what changes they are susceptible of by collocation, in some cases 
amounting to seventeen, if not more. Following the monographies is 
a translation, abridged, of a treatise on the particles and principal 
grammatical terms, written in 1798, by Wang-in-tchi, president of one 
of the Six Ministeries. Next we have a table of the particles which 
serve to form the idioms or peculiar expressions of the kow-wen, ancient 
style, extracted from classic and canonical works, and from selections 
from the antique. These idiomatic and other irregular forms are

numerous, the Chinese encyclopedia containing about three hnndred. 
The volume concludes with a collection of fables, Indian legends, 
translated from Sanscrit into Chinese, and explained word for word to 
assist the student in the comprehension of the kou-wen, or ancient 
style. The text of these works and extracts is broken up into sen- 
tences and paragraphs, the translation following the original in each 
case, and the characters, as well as their names or sounds, being all 
numbered, the student finds out easily which belongs to the French 
equivalent, and, consequently, what is the collocation of the phrases. 
M. Julien has dedicated his work to our countryman, Dr. James Legge, 
whose name appears in more than one place in the volume, 


Messrs. Triibner and Co.’s last contribution to China literature is 
the Travels of Fah-hian and Sung-yun, a translation of the journal 
of two Buddhist pilgrims from China to India, in the years 400 and 
618 a.p. The translator ig Mr. Samuel Beal, and his work will be 
_ highly valued by those who make Buddhism their study. 


NOTES OF A VISIT TO SUEZ AND THE SUEZ 
CANAL IN AUGUST, 1869. 

July 81.—We spent this morning in looking over the head works of 
the Canal and the new harbour works. The harbour works, which are 
immediately adjoining the Suez Canal, are in a fair way towards com- 
pletion; these works are being carried out for the Egyptian Govern- 
ment by Messrs. Duassaud Freres, the contractors for the Marseilles 
port works. They consist in the construction of two basins, and a dry 
dock to be connected with the mainland by an embanked jetty, laid 
with rails. The dock (which is a very fine one, having nearly the fol- 
lowing dimensions :—Length 420 ft., breadth 108 ft.) is completed, as 
algo the jetty, which has a crest 88 ft. wide, with a triple line of rails. 

The basins, one of which is solely for the use of the Egyptian navy, 
and is to have an area of 89 acres, ag well as the other for the use of 
vessels of all nations, which will have an area of 57 acres, are fully two. 
thirds completed. They are formed and protected from the sea by 
rabble stone jetties, running round their exterior sides, and they are 
dredged out to an uniform depth of 23 ft. The two basins are sepa- 
rated by a centre jetty, with quays on each side for the convenience of 
loading and unloading merchandise. In the line of this jetty is the 
opening, 328 ft. wide, which gives access to the two basins. The basins 
are connected with the deep water of the harbour, where ships anchor, 
by a dredged channel 23 ft. deep. On the made-up ground in rear of 
the basins, a goods station has been constructed, from which all goods 
will eventually be despatched. The whole of the works are to be com- 
pleted, according to contract, in January, 1873. 

The entrance to the Canal is a channel dredged through the shallow 
bay in front of Suez, protected on its sidea by shingle jetties, and also 
by a jetty or breakwater about 2,800 ft. in length, running out from 
the shore in a westerly direction across the mouth of the Canal. 

Jn the afternoon we went out to Petit Chalouf, five miles north of 
Suez, and travelled over several miles of the Canal in the company of 
M. Batissol, the engineer in charge. Here had been one of the heaviest 
portions of the work, the Canal having to be excavated in rocky soil. 
We saw this portion nearly completed to its full depth ; blaating was 
still in progress, and some thousands of labourers were finishing off the 
work to have all in readiness for letting in the waters of the Red Sea on 
the 15th August. At the extremity of M. Batissol’s section a deversoir, 
or temporary weir, was in course of conatruction for regulating the ad- 
mittance of the waters of the Red Sea, with a view to prevent the eud- 
den rushing in of a body of water large enough to injure the newly 
formed Canal banka. Between this and Suez dredgers were at work 
dredging the Canal to its full depth. 

On the lat of August we proceeded to Igmaflia. At Ismaflis we 
found a very neat little town, with houses surrounded by flourishing 
little gardens, situated on the banks of Lake Timsah, a shallow lake, 
through which a channel has been dredged for a continuation of the 
Canal. At Ismailia the company have shops, and there is also a 
pumping station for pumping fresh water to Port Said. 

Aug. 2.—We went out to El Guise with M. De la Croix, an officer of 
the Company. El Guise is about five miles north of Ismaflia, and is 
the heaviest cutting throughout the Canal, being 91 ft. deep to the 
floor. The aoil is eand, the slopes of the cutting are three to one, above 
water level, in one long slope. The Canal is here contracted to a sur- 
face width of 202 ft., to save expense. Some dredging was atill going 
on, though we were told the Canal had nearly its fulldepth. South of 
El Guise, a couple of miles, the Canal enters Lake Timaah. 

On our return from. Ei Guise we proceeded, in company with the 
chief engineer of the Ismailia division, to Serapeum and the Bitter 
Lakes. Serapeum is about nine miles from Ismailia. We went there 
in a small steamer. This section of the Canal, which bas the full width 
of 100 metres, was nearly completed, with the exception of the last two 
or three miles near Serapeum, where we saw a number of dredges in fall 
work. At Serapeum the Canal is in heavy sand cutting, and the width 
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is contracted to 62 metres. Between Serapeam and the Bitter Lakes 
(@ distance of three miles) much work was remaining to be done. 
Owing to the small depth of water in certain spots, and to the rapidity 
of the current, caused by the waters of the Mediterranean running into 
the Bitter Lakes, we left our steamer and proceeded on by horses. We 
found the Bitter Lakes filling in the most satisfactory manner, and 
already presenting the appearance of a sea. The water of the Mediter- 
ranean is admitted through a deservoir or kind of temporary weir con- 
atructed acreas a portion of the Canal slightly diverted from the main 
line. 

Aug. 8.—We proceeded by steamer from Ismaflia to Port Sald by 
one of the regular Transit Service steamers. The whole of this 
portion of the Canal, 46 miles, or nearly half the entire Canal, is 
formed throughout, and is only short of completion by not being 
dredged throughout to its proper depth. The banks and slopes of 
cuttings are nearly all finished and dressed off Dredgers innumerable, 
with their attendant ‘‘couloirs,” “elevateurs,” and bottom emptying 
and side emptying lighters are hard at work all along the Canal- 
Towards Port Said messures have been commenced for protecting the 
top of the slopes of the Canal from the wash caused by passing ships 
Such meaaures will probably have to be extensively adopted throughout 
the Canal, and the engineers are quite prepared for the work, though 
they are sanguine, from observations already made, that there will be 
less of it required than is generally anticipated. 

The new port at Said, which ferms the entrance to the Canal from 
the Mediterranean, is completed; only a few dredgers were remaining 
at work. In the port lay an Austrian frigate, two or three large French 
vessela, and many English and French colliers, and other smaller vea- 
sels. A new lighthouse was in course of rapid construction, and is to 
be finished before November. 





FOREIGN POLICY IN CHINA. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

We do not wish for a better example of the temper which most 
needs to be avoided in our dealings with China than the address of 
the American residents at Shanghai to Mr. Ross Browne. The 
recall of this gentleman from Peking appears to be due to his 
known dislike of the Chinese policy which has lately been adopted 
by the United States Government — there being an obvious incon- 
venjence in having an Ambassador whose views are the exact oppo- 
site of his instractions. ‘To console him on his departure his country- 
men at Shanghai have been good enough to express their appro- 
val of his conduct since he has been in China. The spirit which 
pervades their address is not such ag to make his successor's pose 
at all enviable. If the new American Minister comes resolved to 
carry out the intentions of his Government, he is certain to be 
opposed by an important section of the public to which he naturally 
looks for support. If the framers of the address to Mr. Browne had 
had the honesty to defend the policy they wish to see pursued by arga- 
ments founded on self-interest, we should not have cared to quarrel 
with it. A distinct intimation that you covet and intend to steal your 
neighbour's goods is to be met, if met at all, by something elee than 
criticism. They have chosen, however, to justify it by a hypocritical 
assumption of zeal for the interests of the Chinese themselves. They 
soar, 80 far as words go, to a height far above the ordinary level of 
business humanity. They define the true policy of foreign Powers to- 
wards China to be “ one that looks towards the extension of its trade and 
intercourse with Western nations.” But this extension is only valaable 
in their eyes asa step towards the “ raising of China in the scale of civili- 
sation.” The vulgar notion of mercantile advantage has no place in 
their thoughts. It is because China is ao low in civilisation—becausa 
she has neglected and forgotten the maxims of morality uttered by 
her own sagea—that the presence of Foreigners is so indispensable. 
China must for her own sake be made to advance, and as this will 
never be done with the consent of the Chinese Government, it must 
be done without that consent. New treaties must be entered into, the 
terms of which must be settled by the ‘‘ pressure of Western opinion,” 
and the execution enforced by ‘“‘the pressure of Western power.’ 
It is taking too contracted a view of the circumstances to hold that 
foreign Powers have merely a right to insist that China shall be 
civilised. They ‘‘ have a clear duty in that direction.’ Their 
greater material power affects them with a moral responsibility of 
which they cannot divest themeclves. If the Chinese Government 
will not ‘‘ advance in a career of discreet progress,” it is incum- 
bent upon other Governments to administer the goad. This self- 
sacrificing theory is probably held in more or less of good faith by 
many people in this country as well as in the United States. It is, 
we presume, an undesigned tribute to the beauty of disinterestedness 
that these persons will not say plainly that all we have to do with 
China is to squeeze her as dry as possible. According to their own 
account they have always an arricre pensée in the matter. They send 
out gunboats, they extract concessions, they defy the central or local 
authorities, or play off one against the other, just as it pleases them 
—for the good of the Chinese themselves. They are distressed at the 
bare idea of what would happen to this unfortunate people if they 
were left to their own devices. It is our duty to Christianise and civi- 
lise them, even against their own wishes, and it is sure to turn out 
somehow or other that the surest means of doing this is to make 
them trade with us whether they will or not. 

Mr. Browne's reply to the address adopts without reserve the theory 
put forward by his countrymen, but his better acquaintance with the 
subject enables him to construct a rather telling argumentum ad homt- 
nem from the past conduct of foreign Powers towards China. Solong, 
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he says, as treaties with China exist they ought to be observed by the 


Chinese authorities; and as even the most imperfect observance of 


them can only be extorted under constant presaure it is idle to profess 
abstinence from interference in the internal affairs of the Empire. 
All our relations with China rest on compulsion. Of her own accord 
she would never have had any intercourse with us, and all Mr. Browne 
professes to contend is ‘‘ that, having forced obligations upon her, we 
must compel her to observe them, or recede from the position we 
have undertaken to maintain.” If by receding from our position 
Mr. Browne understands introducing considerable modifications into 
the existing treaties whenever an opportunity offers for revising them, 
we accept his dilemma. Under the policy which was till lately pur- 
sued by Great Britain, and to a lesser degree by the United States, it 
was considered expedient to extort concessions from the Chinese Go- 
vernment which were certain to remain a dead letter unless the means 
of insisting upon them were constantly at hand. We do not dispute 
the right of the Western Powers to impose what terms they pleased 
after a successful war. What we maintain is that experience has ghown 
that the terms actually imposed are such as do not repay the cost of 
enforcing them. Mr. Browne endeavours to make out that the disputes 
which arise are all upon questions of interpretation, and that Christian 
nations are bound to adhero to what they think just, and not to whata 
Pagan nation thinks just. “In order to be true to our own faith we can 
only concede so much as may be reconcilable with the sacred duties 
it inculcates,” these ‘‘sacred duties” being, so far as we can follow 
Mr. Browne’s argument, all summed up in one—the opening up new 
markets to Christian traders. In point of fact, however, there is 
nothing to show that the quarrels between the Western Powers and 
the Chinese authorities do originate in questions of interpretation. 
The truer account of the matter is that the former have forced the 
Chinese Government to accord certain privileges to Foreigners which 
it would openly withdraw if it dared, and, since it does not dare to 
do this, will evade. Our position is that the original extortion of these 
privileges was a mistake. One proof that it was so has been lately 
supplied by the case of the missionaries. It was clearly impossible to 
ve them avirtual safe conduct throughout the whole extent of the 
hinese territory, and yet it could not be denied that the letter of the 
treaty of Tientsin did justify them iu looking to the British Govern- 
ment for something very little short of this. If our intercourse with 
China is to be anything better than a series of little wars, we must be 
content to take the Chinese willingness to trade with us as the measure 
of our right to trade with them. 


Monetary and Commercial.

The arrival of the steamers Achilles and West Indian from 
Foochow, and Ajax and Titania from Shanghai, have caused 
some interest in the Tea market, but the trade have been very 
tame in their bids, and there has been consequently no excite- 
ment. There isa yery general disposition on the part of im- 
porters to sell, and the consequence is that prices have given way 
from 1d. to 3d. as compared with first sales. Although buyers 
this year at Foochow acted with much greater prudence, still 
they did not go far enough; the teamen should have been kept 
off until prices were brought down to a level assimilating to home 
prices. However, a step has been gained in the right direction, 
Some of the sales of new teas leave a profit of 3d., but the great 
bulk leave little over cost, and some a loss, the Kaisows per 
Achilles being much mixed, and sales have been made as low as 
1s. 3d. The soles this week will be a considerable test, and will 
comprise Kaisows and Moning Congous and Green Teas by the 
Ajax, from Shanghai. The large exports so early in the season 
is the great obstacle to obtaining higher rates. The export of 
Manchester Goods to China and Japan proceeds on a very reduced 
scale, and the vessels onthe berth have great difficulty in loading. 

The list of applications for shares in the India, Australia, and 
China Submarine Telegraph Company (Limited) will be closed 
on the 30th inst. for London, and on the lst October for the 
country. In connection with this announcement it is said that 
the applications are already of a character and extent sufficient to 
ensure the establishment of the undertaking. The capital of this 
company, £350,000, is for the first section of the proposed lines— 
that is, from Point de Galle to Penang ; and for this section the 
India-Rubber, Gutta-Percha and Telegraph Works Company have 
contracted to make the cable for £320,000. Should the construction 
of the remaining sections to China and Australia be undertaken 
in the future by this India, China, and Australia Company, it is 
.said that the option of manufacturing the cable for those sections 
is likely also to come into the hands of the India-Rubber Company. 

The report of the National Bank of India (Limited) has been 
issued. It states that the net profit for the half-year ending 30th 
June last, after providing for all charges, interest, and losses, 
amounts to £19,651 9s. 6d., to which has to be added £3,045 


11s, 2d. brought forward from last half-year, making a total of 


£22,697 Os. 8d. An interim dividend at the rate of 6 per cent, 
per annum is recommended, carrying forward « balance of £8,777 
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Os. 8d. The directors state that they have decided upon estab- 
lishing a branch in China, to aid the fuller development of the 
bank’s exchange operations. 

The Chartered Bank of India will declare at the next meeting 
a dividend of 3°per cent. for the half-year ending 30th June last. 

The India Council have notified that the amount of bills on 
India to be tendered for on the 6th of October will be only 
£200,000, instead of £350,000. To that extent the demand for 
silver for the East will, therefore, be augmented. 

The charge for six months’ India and China bank bills has been 
advanced by the discount establishments about 3 per cent., 3} 
being generally asked.

The market during the fortnight has been much depressed. The 
large arrivals of new Tea so early have interfered with the demand for 
old season’s, and, as importers have been anxious in many cases to 
realiae, the few sales made have been at lower prices, whilst, at public 
auction, nearly 25,000 packages of old Teas have been offered without 
reserve, many parcels being second-hand Teas, and selling at easier 
rates. The first steamer, the Achilles, with Foochow Teas has arrived, 
bringing over 2,000,000 Ibs. weight. The Teas, with few exceptions, 
compare unfavourably with the Monings; still, a fair proportion has 
been sold, common to fair, 1g. 13d. to 1s. 4d. ; good quality, 1s. 6d. to 
1s. 10d. ; and fine to finest, 1s. 11d. to 2s. 7d. Pak Lin, in boxes, 2s. to 
2s. $d. for good to fine kinds. Souchongs have been inferior; prices 
have ranged from Is, 104d. to 2s. 4d. per lb., the latter for boxes. 
Fine Flowery Pekoe has been gold over 4s. per lb. ; Orange Pekoes 
from 1s. 9d. to 1s. 11d. for good, and 2s. 2d. to 2s. 4d. for fine to finest. 
Oolongs have been sold from ls. 7d. to 2s. 2d. per lb. The opening 
prices for good kinds are not now obtainable. The public sales of the 
2lat. inst. comprised 25,337 packages, of which 21,506 packages were 
printed without reserve. 
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Siftings have sold rather lower; also broken-leaf kinds. Fair to 
good common show a reduction of 4d. per Ib., the price being 1s. 1d.

(Good to fine Kaisows, of 
old season, have been neglected, and prices are somewhat nominal.

Amoy kinds have been sold at 1s. bp per lb. Good common black- 
leaf kinds have been less in demand, and the price must be quoted 
1a. 1§d. to 1s. 1}d., being 4d. to 4d. per Ib. decline. Fair to good and fine, 
of old season, have been neglected, and the few sales made have been 
at 1d. to 14d. per Ib. reduction. The new season’s good quality has 
been sold from 1s. 64d. to 1s..8d., fine 1s. 9d. to 23. fineat 23. 2d. 
to 2a. 6d. for chests, and 2a. 8d. to 2s. 11$d. for half-chests, showing 
lower prices for all but the finest, which have commanded ex- 
ceptionally high rates for export, owing to their scarcity. New- 
make kinds show but little alteration, but the demand is inactive. 
Oolongs of old import remain most unsaleable, except under Common 
Congou prices. Souchongs show no change, the sales having been very 
small. “Old Flowery Pekoes have been in request, with but few on 
offer. Scented Teas: Common spurious Capers have sold at 7d. per 
Ib.; fair to good have been sold at about previous prices. Orange 
Pekoes: Canton kinds show no material alteration. Foochow kinds : 
Fair to good have sold from 1s. 2d. to 1s. 6d. per Ib., being former 
prices. In Uncoloured Japan there has been nothing of interest to 
report. In Green Teas since the sale of the small quantity of fine 
Ping Suey, per Nestor, there has not been much done, and prices show 
no change. ct 

The following is from Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden’s Cir- 
cular :—A steady business has been transacted since our report of 8th 
inst. Atatpublic sale, without reserve, held 13th inst., consisting of 
3,000 chests and 1,200 half-chests new season’s Black-leaf Congou, ex 
Nestor, extreme prices were paid for extra fine quality, one parcel 
of half-chests, taken for export, realising up to 2s. 119d., other grades 
also sold well, but generally at loss on import cost. The steamer 
Achilles, from Foo Chow, arrived 16th inst. with the first cargo of new 
geagson’s Red-leaf Congou. The quality is not liked, but we believe 
does not represent an average of the crop, as 10,000,000 Ibs. had been 
shipped before this steamer left. The sales, so far, have been unuaually 
small, and at most irregular prices, some parcels giving good profita, 
others barely covering cost. There is a general demand for finest 
quality, which is very scarce, and 23. 5d. to 2s. 8d. has been paid for half- 
chests, and 2s. 10d. per lb. for boxes. Buyers for the Russian market 
continue to give attention only to truly fine quality. To Canada 
no business has been done, advices not being of a favourable nature. 
Of red leaf the inferior to good flavoury kinds have sold at rates 
favouring the buyer, though we do not alter quotations of Is. 1d. to 
1s. 14d. per lb. ; in other grades of old Seagon’s transactions have been 
very small, New Season’s 1869-70 have sold most irregularly, rang- 
ing from 1s. 3}q. to 1s. 9d. for burnt Kaisow kinds, and brisk 
Sayune, 1s. 10d. to 2s. 3d. per lb. for medium to fine Kaisow, and at 
2s. 4d. to 28. 10d, per 1b. for small lots of finest and extra fine.

no finest to hand. Black leaf: Good common has been in small 
supply, at 1s.

Oolong, new, with strength and pungency, 
has gold in small lots at 1s. 7d. to 23. per lb. bat undesirable kinds 
are unsaleable, except on a par with old season's. Scented tea: Canton 
Orange Pekoe has maintained the improvement lately advised, as the 
supply available and quantity afloat is very small. Caper: Several 
parcels fine and finest, of last season’s growth, have sold at very good 
prices up to 2s. per lb. ; common and medium show no change. Foo 
Chow Orange Pekoe, new, has sold at Is. 9d. to 2s. 2d. per Ib. and 
Caper at 1s. 8d. to 1a. 10d. per lb. 

SILK. 

There has been a slight improvement in the market since the date of 
our last, more especially in Chinas and Japans, and a fair amount of 
business has been done at very firm rates; best chop 3rd Taatlees show a 
trifling advance, 29s. to 29s. 6d. having been paid for some of the best 
chops, but other clagses remain unchanged, and are as last quoted. 
The principal enquiry has been for Tsatlees at 228. 6d. to 233. 6u., and 
of such class there is very little desirable now offering. Importers are 
very firm, and the general opinion, that the total export from China 
this season will not exceed 42,000 bales, makes them but little dis- 
posed to sell their new arrivals except at full rates. In Japan Silk 
there has been more doing, and the low price of some large parcels 
of mixed Mybash has tempted buyers to operate. In Cantons or- 
dinary Tsatlee reels have been sold at 193. 6d. to 20s.; Loongcongs at 
from 19s. 6d. to 22s. 6d. for fair to ‘‘extra.” The deliveries from lat 
to 21st inat. do not show any improvement upon the previous month, 
being of China 1,989; Canton, 308; Japan, 298 ; Bengal, 253 ; total, 
2,848 bales. 





THH OONTINENTAL MARKETS. ; 

The Lyons silk market, like all other markets, has been affected by 
the late condition of the Paris and other Bourses, and scarcely any 
business has been done. What demand there was fell to the share of 
the holders of Asiatic silk ; the produce of Europe was offered with 
such evident anxiety to sell that buyera would hardly touch it; so 
little confidence is felt in commercial affairs that no one had the 
temerity to buy for stock, and each took only what his immediate 
wants rendered necessary. At Marseilles the market remains 
very dull; there have been a few dealings in fine silk of the 
firet quality, but no purchasers have been found either for co- 
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coons or for waste. Some imports from China have recently 
added to the stock and given a little animation to the markets. 


Jn Piedmont it appears that the number of silkworms reared this | 
year bas not been sensibly larger than in 1868, and towards the end of | 
the period for the purchase of eggs the holders could not get rid of | 


them except at the very lowest rates, while the purchasers who had not 
carefully calculated the probable price of mulberry leaves for late 
rearing found them so dear that they were compelled to sacrifice half 
the young worms that had been hatched, thus leaving themselves with 
the burden of full expenses witha half-average crop. Still, it appears 
that the cocoons were generally tolerably abundant, but they were 
very small, thin, and light, and the silk obtained from them is no 
better nor stronger than it was last year. Thus it is evident that the 
prospects of the European siik producer can scarcely be said to have 
mended. It is admitted generally that Japanese eggs, and even those 
reproduced in Europe, have yielded better results than any other 
kinds. As to actual prices, they seem at present to be tending down- 
wards, in spite of the poverty of the crop of silk, partly on account of 
the small demand, and partly because of the uncertainty which still 
existe reapecting the value of the cocoons in the other silk-producing 
countries of Italy. On the whole, the prospect is in favour of Rastern

The arrivals from 
Ceylon have been very heavy, and the market has sustained prices. 

The latest adyices from Brazil state that dealers were firm in their 
demands, especially for the better sorts, notwithstanding continued 
unfavourable advices from consuming countries and a slight increase 
in supplies from the interior. Supplies averaged very nearly 7,000 
bags per diem, and the stock was estimated at 100.000 bags :—

Her dimensions are—length of keel 171 feet, breadth moulded 25 
feet 3 inches, depth of hold 19 feet 6 inches, and tonnage 600 regis- 
tered. Her engines, which are being made by an eminent Glasgow 
firm, are to be of 180 horse power. She is to be fitted up to carry thirty 
passengers, and with that view a handsome ealoon built of polished 
bird's-eye maple, and lighted from the deck by means of a large 
skylight of plated stained glass, is being provided. The saloon will 
be handsomely upholstered, and selfish indeed will be the being who 
desires more comforts on board ship than will be found in the Eastern 
Niles. For the accommodation of smokers a large and admirably- 
fitted up room is provided on deck, to which access will be gained 
from the saloon. The vessel has a collision bulkhead, a bulkhead on 
each side of her engines, and an after bulkhead, so that every precau- 
tion has been made to secure her safety. She is a spardecked boat, 
has a rounded stern and a clipper bow, and will be brig-rigyed. Her 
masts will be of wood, the rigging being of Newall’s patent wire rope. 
She will be launched on the 28th of this month.
